Fraternities  at    Purdue  University. 


In  1875  the  first  fraternity  was  organized  at  Purdue,  it 
being  Sigma  Chi,  which  was  not  recognized  at  this  time.  Its 
endeavor  to  become  recognized  by  the  faculty  led  to  very 
extensive  litigation,  which,  as  it  is  often  misunderstood,  may  be 
of  some  interest  to  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  This  is  known  as  the 
Purdue  Case. 

In  Purdue's  early  existence  the  faculty  had  great  doubts  as 
to  the  advisability  of  allowing  fraternities  to  enter.  In  fact,  it 
absolutely  refused  to  recognize  a  Greek  Letter  organization,  and 
prepared  a  rule  requiring  that  no  student  should  be  a  member  of 
any  fraternity  while  enrolled  in  the  University.  Among  the 
entering  students  was  Samuel  P.  Hawley,  who,  being  afiiliated 
with  the  chapter  of  Sigma  Chi,  was  asked  to  sign  a  pledge,  as 
follows :  "  I  do  hereby  state  upon  my  honor  that,  in  the  month  of 
April  last,  when  I  applied  for  and  received  honorable  dismissal 
from  Purdue,  I  was  not  a  member  of  any  so-called  Greek 
fraternity,  or  other  college  secret  society,  and,  at  the  time  I 
connected  myself  with  a  chapter  of  Sigma  Chi,  I  did  not  intend 
returning  to  Purdue  University.  I  do  solemnly  promise  that  I 
will  disconnect  myself  as  an  active  member  of  the  Sigmi  Chi 
Fraternity  during  my  connection  with  Purdue  University." 
Hawley  refused  to  sign  this  pledge,  and  was  not  admitted.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  courts,  and  an  effort  made 
to  compel  re-instatement.     The  fraternity  contended  that  so  long 
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as  the  chapter  was  conducted  as  intended — ^.  6.,  for  the  interest 
of  its  members,  and  without  any  demorahzing  effects  upon  the 
school — that  the  faculty  should  be  compelled  to  allow  its  members 
the  privileges  extended  to  non-fraternity  men.  The  lower  courts, 
however,  decided  that  the  character  of  the  fraternity  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  case,  and  rendered  judgment  in  favor  of  the 
faculty ;  but  the  fraternity  did  not  let  the  matter  rest  here.  It 
was  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the .  decision  of  the 
lower  court  was  reversed.  The  judges,  with  one  exception, 
agreed  with  the  fraternity  in  the  matter  of  character.  The 
opinion  is,  in  effect,  as  follows:  The  power  of  prohibiting 
individual  membership  in  a  chapter  of  a  fraternity  lies  with  the 
faculty,  but  this  great  power  should  not  be  used  as  a  discrimina- 
tion against  fraternity  men  so  long  as  the  fraternity  is  not 
detrimental  to  the  work  of  its  members  in  the  University. 

Thus  Sigma  Chi  was  recognized.  But  because  of  its 
difficulties  in  entering  the  University,  no  other  fraternity  made 
its  appearance  until  1885,  when  Kappa  Sigma  was  installed.  In 
1891  Sigma  Nu  was  granted  a  charter,  followed  in  1893  by  Phi 
Delta  Theta  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon.  In  1901  Phi  Kappi  Psi 
was  admitted,  and  was  quickly  followed  l)y  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
in  1902,  Beta  Theta  Pi  in  1903,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  and  Theta  Zi 
in  1904,  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  in  1905,  and,  finally,  by  our  own 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in  1906.  The  young  women  of  the  University 
organized  a  sorority  known  as  Phi  Lambda  in  1906. 

As  will  be  seen,  by  the  number  of  fraternities  allowed  to 
enter  in  the  last  few  years,  the  faculty  has  become  a  great  deal 
more  conservative.  While  at  first  it  could  see  nothing  but  the 
so-called  evils  of  fraternity  life,  it  now  takes  a  much  broader 
view  of  the  situation.  Fraternities  are  not  wholly  bad.  In  fact, 
there  is  far  less  evil  in  the  fraternities  than  among  many  bodies 
of  unaffiliated  students.  Every  fraternity  is  founded  on  a  firm, 
moral  basis.  The  faculty  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  so 
long  as  the  fraternities  conduct  themselves  properly  they  have  a 
right  to  live.  At  this  University  the  members  of  a  prospective 
chapter  are  put  on   probation,  as  it  were.     The  faculty  investi- 
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gates  their  character,  and  takes  its  own  time  about  deciding  as  to 
their  eligibility  for  a  charter.  If  they  are  found  to  be  men  of 
high  standing,  they  are  given  permission  to  establish  a  chapter- 
The  faculty  reserves  the  x>ower  to  refuse  admission  of  fraterni- 
ties, but,  if  the  members  are  the  right  kind,  the  permission  is 
seldom  refused.  In  fact,  it  may  be  said  that  at  the  present  time 
the  attitude  of  the  faculty  towards  the  fraternities  is  very 
favorable. 

Now,  let  us  consider  the  attitude  of  the  non-fraternity  men 
towards  the  Greek  Letter  men.  When  Purdue  was  a  smaller 
University  very  few  of  the  students  were  fraternity  men,  and 
they  were  regarded  by  non-fraternity  men  as  snobs.  Now  that 
the  enrollment  has  increased,  the  percentage  of  fraternity  men 
has  increased.  All  students  associate,  with  no  distinctions. 
Officers  of  the  various  classes  are  composed  of  fraternity  and 
non-fraternity  men.  When  a  class  election  is  nearing  there  is 
no  "  barb."  or  "  frat."  ticket.  All  are  nominated  on  the  same 
ticket,  showing  that  there  are  no  distinctions  in  class  affairs.  In 
fact,  the  relations  between  fraternity  and  non-fraternity  students 
are  the  most  friendly,  and  an  invitation  to  join  a  chapter  is  con- 
sidered a  high  honor.  It  is  an  ambition  of  the  majority  of  the 
students  to  be  fraternity  men. 

Fraternity  men  are  prominent  in  all  branches  of  college  life. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  various  athletic  teams.     The  fraternities 

are  well  represented  here,  having    some    representatives   upon 

every   team.     The  only  man  in  school  who  has  won  his  insignia 

three  times  in  one  year  is  a  fraternity  man.     In  the  college  life 

they  are  well  represented.     Among  the  pledges  for  the  honorary 

fraternity,  Tau  Beta  Pi,  are  many  Greek  Letter  men.     Socially, 

the  fraternities  excel.     While  the  fraternities  are  not  as  numerous 

as  in  many  universities  of  this  size,  still  they  are  prominent  in 
all  enterprises  of  the  student  body,  and  are  always  willing  and 
anxious  to  promote  a  worthy  cause. 

In  closing,  it  may  be  stated  that,  while  fraternities  were 
confronted  by  adverse  circumstances  at  first,  this  has  all  passed, 
and  now  the  relations  between  faculty,  fraternities,  and  student 
body  are  of  the  most  cordial  and  friendly  nature.

The  following  letter  from  Brother  Knauss,  of  Denver,  shows 
the  first  fruits  of  the  efforts  of  our  alumni  toward  organization : 

November  24,  1906. 

Dear  Brother'  Phillips^ — I  write  you  a  few  facts  relative  to 
the  plans  of  the  alumni  of  Epsilon  Alpha  Chapter,  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  in  the  hope  that  they  may  prove  of  value  to  other  chapters. 
Last  spring  the  alumni  organized,  and  elected  officers  as  follows  : 
President,  R.  D.  Knight,  of  Denver;  Vice-President,  George 
Rienkes,  of  Fort  Collins;  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  F.  J. 
Knauss,  of  Denver.  Our  plan  is  to  secure  the  co-operation  of 
every  alumnus  and  ex-member  in  the  building  of  a  permanent 
chapter  house  for  the  active  chapter  at  Boulder,  and  whose 
interests  we  have  very  closely  at  heart.  To  this  end  an  assess- 
ment is  levied  each  year  for  five  years  after  the  member  gradu- 
ates or  leaves  the  college,  and  this  fund  is  accumulated  and 
draws  interest,  and  when  sufiicient  is  on  hand  a  building  will  be 
purchased,  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  will  reign  triumphant  in  her 
own  home.  We  have  every  reason  to  be  very  proud  of  the  present 
chapter  and  the  work  it  is  doing.  Fourteen  in  the  house  is  a 
a  good  record,  and  every  one  of  them  a  prince  among  princes.  I 
have  the  pleasure  every  now  and  then  to  visit  the  boys  at 
Boulder,  and  it  always  does*  my  heart  good  to  be  back  at  the 
house.  As  Secretary-Treasurer,  I  can  predict  a  brilliant 
future  for  the  movement,  as  the  manner  in  which  the  members 
have  taken  hold  betokens  success  from  the  start. 

Whenever  any  brothers  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  are  in  the 
"  Queen  City  of  the  Plains  "  we  want  very  much  to  meet  them 
and  get  acquainted.  We  extend  to  them  all  a  most  cordial 
invitation.

I  trust  that  every  member  of  this  fraternity  has  read  and 
re-read  Brother  Deacon's  article  in  the  October  number  of  The 
Journal.  It  is  quite  to  the  point,  and  shows  the  weak  places, 
which  we  are  striving  our  utmost  to  sj:rengthen. 

More  than  that,  it  shows  Brother  Deacon's  heartfelt  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that 
every  active  member  will  show  some  evidence  of  activity  by 
following  the  example  set  by  an  alumnus. 

Too  many  men  are  inclined  to  forget  their  duty  ;  they  wish 
to  reap  all  of  the  benefits,  and  let  the  "  other  fellow  "  do  the 
work.  If  we  wish  to  perfect  an  organization  of  strength,  and 
make  our  fraternity  a  power  for  good  in  college  life,  our  slogan 
must  be  work. 

There  is  no  intermediate  stage  between  growth  and  decline  ; 
we  must  either  grow  and  improve  or  degenerate.  For  ages 
history  has  repeated  itself.  The  Roman  Empire  rose  and  fell. 
Spain  became  the  most  mighty  nation  on  earth ;  in  brilliant 
conquests  she  conquered  nations,  and,  rising  to  the  zenith  of  her 
glory,  declined.  So  it  is  with  all  structures,  great  and  small, 
erected  by  the  hand  of  man,  and  we  are  no  exception  to  the  rule ; 
so  let  every  brother  make  up  his  mind  to  concentrate  his  energies 
and  do  his  part  for  the  glory  of  Sigma  Plii  Epsilon. 

There  is  no  better  time  than  the  beginning  of  the  year  to 
make  a  resolution,  and  now  is  the  time  for  every  brother  to  read 
over  his  obligation  and  resolve  to  live  up  to  it. 

Remember,  brothers,  you  owe  your  fraternity  more 
than  you  can  ever  hope  to  repay.  Who  is  it  that  tries  to  make 
your  college  life  pleasanter,  rejoices  at  your  success,  and  consoles 
you  in  your  sorrow  ?     Your  fraternity  brothers. 

If    you  are  fortunate  enough  to  live  in  a  chapter  house,  you 
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have  never  found  a  better  substitute  for  home.  Here,  for  a 
companion  in  work  or  pleasure,  you  can  always  find  a  man  whose 
companionship  you  enjoy,  whose  friendship  you  cherish,  and  who 
is  bound  to  you  by  ties  of  fraternal  love.  Here  you  live  on  the 
most  intimate  terms  with  men  of  your  own  choosing,  whose  hopes, 
ambitions,  and  ideals  are  similar  to  your  own. 

Nothing  is  more  beautiful  or  impressive  than  one  man's  love 
and  friendship  for  another,  unless  it  be  many  men's  love  and 
friendship  for  each  other.  So  I  enjoin  you  not  to  make  a  hollow 
mockery  of  your  fraternity  life  by  not  doing  your  part  and  being 
a  fraternity  man  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  Kemember  your 
obligation,  do  your  duty,  hold  to  the  ideals  set  forth  in  the  ritual, 
be  true  to  yourself  and  your  fraternity,  and  we  will  erect  a 
Temple  of  Holy  Friendship  and  Love,  which  shall  endure  to  the 
end  of  time.

Robert  Ryland  Oliver^  Alpha. 


For  the  hrst  time  in  our  history,  we  have  the  painful  duty 
of  announcing  the  death  of  a  Sigma  PJii  Epsilon.  On  Friday 
morning,  November  i5d,  Past  Grand  President  Bro.  Robert 
Ryland  Oliver  was  struck  and  instantly  killed  by  a  train  in 
Chicago.  In  response  to  a  letter  written  to  Beta  Alpha  for 
particulars  of  the  accident,  Brother  Wakefield  writes  :  "  Brother 
Oliver  was  in  the  habit  of  going  to  business  on  the  train,  and 
had,  that  morning,  started  for  the  depot.  On  hearing  the  train 
approaching,  earlier  than  the  one  he  usually  took,  he  suddenly 
made  up  his  mind  to  catch  it.  In  order  to  reach  the  platform, 
it  was  necessary  to  cross  the  tracks,  and  this  he  had  done,  already 
having  reached  for  the  railing  to  step  upon  the  platform,  when, 
the  train  moving  more  rapidly  than  he  must  have  fancied,  struck 
him  in  the  head,  killing  him  instantly." 


ROBERT  RYLAND  OLIVER,  ( 

Grand  President  1904— '05. 
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Robert  Ryland  Oliver  was  born  in  Hanover  county,  Va., 
September  26,  1883.  He  attended  public  and  private  schools  in 
Hanover  county  and  Oakland  Academy  in  Louisa  county.  At  the 
age  of  seventeen  he  entered  Richmond  College,  and  completed 
courses  in  German,  Latin,  French,  and  Mathematics.  After 
leaving  College  he  spent  two  years  as  traveling  representative 
for  a  large  publishing  house.  In  February,  1906,  he  took  up 
electrical  engineering  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  where  he  stayed  until 
June  ;  then  moved  to  Chicago,  where  he  continued  his  studies  in 
engineering,  with  the  view  to  entering  Purdue  University  in  the 
fall  of  1907. 

In  this  sudden  and  lamentable  termination  of  a  life  just 
blossoming  into  hope  and  promise,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has 
sustained  an  irreparable  loss.  No  brother  has  ever  guarded 
more  solicitously  the  interests  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  and  its 
every  aim  and  principle  was  enshrined  in  his  heart  as  an 
inviolable  object.  But  his  part  in  the  fraternity  did  not  cease 
with  his  absolute  sympathy  for  its  welfare  as  an  organization, 
but,  as  one  of  its  workers,  he  contributed  largely  and  unremit- 
ingly  toward  its  advancement  and  expansion.  As  a  testimonial  of 
his  merit  in  this  respect,  the  fraternity,  under  his  influence,  grew 
in  four  years,  from  one  to  twelve  chapters,  and  secured  for  itself  a 
place  of  recognition  among  the  old  and  honored  organizations  of 
the  Greek  Letter  world.  In  this  capacity,  as  a  promoter  of  the 
development  of  the  fraternity.  Brother  Oliver  was  singularly 
well  equipped,  being  by  nature  of  a  happy,  zealous  temperament, 
and  capable  of  infusing  in  others  the  glow  of  his  own  optimism. 

With  these  few  words  relative  to  the  death  of  our  friend 
and  brother,  we  do  not  assume  to  impart  an  eulogy  to  his 
memory,  for  at  such  a  moment  as  this,  when  the  heart  throbs 
with  sincere,  uncontrolable  grief,  words  become  impotent.  As 
an  expression,  therefore,  for  that  in  which  language  is  inadequate, 
let  the  work  of  Brother  Oliver  for  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  and  his 
loyalty  to  us  as  abrotlier,  be  a  grateful  and  loving  memorial  to 
his  name.

Several 
members  of  Alpha  witnessed  the  last  sad  rites  over  the  remains 
of  our  beloved  brother. 

Alpha's  contingent  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Delta 
Chapter,  in  Williamsburg,  on  a  recent  date.  Such  a  hearty  wel- 
come as  they  extended  us  made  us  happy  and  proud  of  our  Delta 
brothers.  Brother  James,  of  Delta,  is  now  in  Richmond,  pursuing 
a  course  of  study  in  medicine. 

One  of  the  warmest  and  dearest  friends  of  Alpha,  Miss 
Bessie  Rountree,  was  recently  married  in  All  Saints  Church, 
Richmond,  to  Mr.  Crawford,  of  Harrisonburg,  Va.  No  friend 
Was  truer  to  us  than  she,  and  our  heart-felt  wish  is  that  she  may 
be  happy. 

Two  other  loyal  friends  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  have  been 
married  since  our  last  letter.  Miss  Katherine  West  Nottingham 
and  Miss  Ethyl  Stratton  McCurdy.  Miss  Nottingham  was  mar- 
ried November  29th  to  Mr.  Robert  S.  Trower,  Jr.,  and  Miss 
McCurdy  on  December  8th  to  Mr.  Phifer  B.  Bostic.  Alpha 
will  lose  three  very  valuable  and  influential  supporters  by  these 
marriages,  as  all  will  live  out  of  Richmond,  Mrs.  Crawford  at 
Harrisonburg,  Va.,  Mrs.  Trower  at  Eastville,  Va.,  and  Mrs.  Bostic 
at  Muskogee,  Oklahoma.

This  year  ten 
men  returned,  every  one  fresh  and  hearty  from  his  vacation, 
and  ready  to  do  the  best  work  within  his  power  for  advancing 
the  influence  of  the  "heart."  Again,  we  have  begun  to  feel  the 
influence  of  our  alumni.  From  now  on,  we  expect  to  be  greatly 
aided  by  the  old  members.  Very  few  students  are  in  school,  too, 
who  were  here  at  the  time  of  our  installation,  and  we  are  free 
from  being  spoken  of  as  the  "new  fraternity."  Doubtless  all 
fraternities  have  to  encounter  the  same  obstacle,  regardless  of 
the  real  age  of  the  fraternit}^,  but  this  has  been  one  of  our  worst 
handicaps.  The  greatest  reason  for  our  success  has  probably 
been  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  had  more  than  a  mere  meeting 
place  where  we  come  together  once  a  week.  By  occupying  a 
suite  of  rooms,  nearly  all  of  the  brothers  have  been  close  in 
touch  with  one  another,  and  greater  fraternity  spirit  and  unity 
has  resulted. 

This  increase  in  the  fraternal  spirit  has  made  very  material 
results.  Notwithstanding  our  custom  of  not  grabbing  indiscrimi- 
nately during  the  rushing  season,  we  have  added  six  worthy  men 
to  our  number,  and  pledged  two  more.  Still  more  men  are  in 
view,  because  our  rushing  season  is  whenever  we  find  a  man  who 
will  be  a  credit  to  our  fraternity. 

Our  fall  initiation  was  held  November  16th,  on  the  sixth  floor 
of  the  Fleming  Building.  We  began  with  our  oldest  pledge 
Wyatt,  at  8 :  30  o'clock,  and  finished  our  last  "  goat "  at  12 :  30. 

Genius^  came  up, 
and  was  of  great  help  to  us.  After  the  initiation  everybody 
was  surprised  by  the  excellent  banquet  served  in  our  fraternity 
hall.

The  game  previous  to  the  Newport  News 
one  was  played  in  Williamsburg,  at  which  time  we  had,  much  to

James,  who  was  at  W.  and  M.  last  session,  but  this  year  is  study- 
ing at  the  Medical  College  in  Richmond,  came  down  also,  and  we 
had  quite  a  jollification  that  night. 

Of  course,  we  have  men  of  many  minds  in  Delta,  as  is  neces- 
sary for  smooth  running  and  success  in  any  body  of  men.  We 
have  men  who  study  "  calico  "  assiduously  and  perseveringly,  and

The  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  is  up  to  its  usual  high  standard, 
and  furnishes  interesting  reading  to  the  Greeks  outside  of  the 
Kappa  Alpha  class.  The  following  paragraph  from  Mr.  W.  B. 
Crawford's  article  gives  us  a  comprehensive  and  definite  view  of 
the  duties  of  the  alumni  chapter,  and,  if  followed  out  by  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  alumni,  would  make  the  whole  organization  stronger 
and  more  helpful  : 

"  The  work  of  an  alumni  chapter  should  naturally  fall  under 
three  heads  :  1,  To  see  that  active  chapters  in  institutions  where 
prospective  students  are  going  are  promptly  notified  of  such 
student's  entrance,  or  intention  to  enter,  from  their  town  or 
vicinity,  with  their  advice  as  to  the  advisability  of  spiking ;  2, 
where  possible,  to  advise  and  counsel  with  the  active  chai^ters  in 
their  work,  and  render  them  such  assistance  as  lies  in  their  power ; 
3,  to  keep  up  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  general  in  fraternity 
matters,  and  this  means  more  interest  in  and  more  subscribers  to 
the  Journal^  which  will,  in  the  end,  result  in  giving  us  not  only 
*  one  of  the  best,'  but  the  best  fraternity  publication  in  existence." 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Grand  His- 
torian for  suggestions  for  the  good  of  the  chapters  individually, 
or  of  the  Order,  there  are  several  suggestions  that  are  of  general 
interest. 

"  Suppress  the  Third  Degree,  or  hazing,  as  tending  to  vul- 
garize the  Order — to  impair  the  strength  of  the  fraternal  tie. — 
S.  Z.  Ammen,  Baltimore,  Md." 

Mr.  Ammen  is  considered  the  founder  of  the  Kappa  Alpha 
Fraternity,  according  to  Baird. 

For  one,  I  am,  personally,  opposed  to  horse-play  in  connection 
with  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  initiations.  It  seems  wisest,  at  present, 
to  allow  the  chapters  to  regulate  the  amount  of  horse-play  to  suit 
their  own  taste.     It  is  incongruous  with    certain   parts  of  the 
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ritual.  It  is  absolutely  unnecessary,  and  the  growth  of  a  strong 
sentiment  in  many  older  fraternities  against  the  so-called  Third 
Degree  is  a  move  in  the  direction  of  better  fraternity  work. 

This  reply  gives  a  glimpse  of  Kappa  Alpha's  early 
difficulties— difficulties  that  still  present  themselves  to  the  young 
fraternity  : 

"  I  think  the  names  of  prominent  alumni  members  should 
be  made  known  to  the  members  of  active  chapters,  as  a  means  of 
impressing  favorably  those  who  are  invited  to  join.  The  fact 
that  we  had  no  prominent  people  when  we  first  started  was  used 
against  us. — Jo.  Lane  Stekn,  Richmond,  Ya." 

The  following  reply  seems  to  be  good,  wholesome  advice  for 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  We  might  except  some  smaller  institutions 
that  are  alive,  and  will  clearly  be  large  colleges  in  the  near 
future  : 

"  Don't  place  chapters  at  any  except  universities  and  large 
colleges. — S.  R.  Benedict,  Richmond,  Ya." 

Here  are  two  strong  appeals  for  faithful  work  on  the  ritual  : 

"  Live  close  to  the  ritual. — W.  S.  Sherrill,  Lafayette,  Ind." 

"  Strive  ever  for  the  lofty  ideals  embodied  within  our  ritual. 
Study  the  ritual. — C.  K.  Gould,  Mobile,  Ala." 

If  the  life  of  an  old  fraternity  depends  upon  adherence  to 
the  ritual,  then  let  us  make  the  very  best  use  of  ours. 

"  Choke  any  idiot  that  raises  his  voice  in  behalf  of  Northern 
extension. — R.  L.  D.  McAllister,  Atlanta,  Ga." 

The  above  reply  shows  what  one  man  thinks  of  the  question 
of.  Northern  extension  for  Kappa  Alpha.  It  is  a  blunt  way  of 
putting  it,  but  my  observation  of  life  in  the  North  and  the  South, 
and  what  I  know  of  Kappa  Alpha  ideals  through  her  Journal 
and  her  men,  lead  me  to  think  that  the  South  is  more  congenial 
to  Kappa  Alphaism  than  the  North  could  ever  be.  However, 
there  are  some  things  that  Kappa  Alpha  professes  to  stand  for 
that  need  to  be  emphasized  in  the  North,  especially  the  higher 
appreciation  of    woman  and  emphasis  on  purity  of    life.     This 
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from  a  chapter  letter  to  illustrate :  "  This  thought  was  that  we 
should  hold  womanhood  as  high  to-day  as  the  knights  of  old  did 
in  their  day,  and  that  we  should  do  everything  in  our  power  to 
uphold  her  and  shield  her  from  harm  and  danger.  Brothers, 
what  would  we  do  without  pure  womanhood  ?  Let's  be  true  to 
our  noble  Order." 

One  more  reply  that  might  be  taken  as  a  text  for  some  of 
the  sermons  some  of  the  brothers  have  been  so  fortunate  (r*)  as 
to  hear  me  preach : 

"  The  importance  of  maintaining  a  high  intellectual  and 
moral  as  well  as  social  standing  should  be  emphasized ;  the 
fraternity  is  primarily  a  college  club,  and,  to  succeed,  must  be  a 
worthy  element  of  college  life. — W.  G.  Perry,  Atlanta,  Ga." 

The  chapter  letter  from  Wofford  College,  Spartanburg,  S.  C, 
shows  a  sad  state  of  affairs  to  those  who  believe  in  the  value  of 
Greek  Letter  fraternities  in  college  life.  In  June  the  trustees 
of  that  college  announced  that  fraternities  must  go.  This  leaves 
the  College  of  Charleston  as  the  only  college  in  the  State  that 
allows  fraternities.  We  hope  that  something  may  take  place 
that  will  effect  the  re-instatement  of  the  fraternities  that  are 
thus  debarred. 

The  chapter  letter  from  George  Washington  University 
seems  to  be  a  model  chapter  letter.  It  "  cuts  out "  all  braggadocia, 
and  goes  straight  to  the  vital  points  of  fraternity  life.  It  is 
strong  and  inspiring.  For  the  sake  of  example,  as  well  as  for 
its  real  worth,  I  shall  quote  a  large  part  of  it : 

"  Let  us  hope  that  in  all  our  chapters  we  shall  enter  the  new 
year  with  greater  zest  and  more  fervent  zeal  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and,  above  all,  may  we  keep  in  view  one  single,  conscious, 
definite  purpose — the  purpose  that  was  in  the  minds  of  our 
founders  when  our  Order  was  established. 

"Unless  our  object  is  thoroughly  understood,  universally 
agreed  upon,  and  diligently  followed,  our  Order  can  be  but  little 
more  than  an  aggregation  of  isolated  clubs,  only  nominally 
organized,  and  accomplishing  little ;  for  it  is  evident  that  if  some 
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chapters  and  some  individuals  pursue  the  exalted  aims  of  our 
constitution  and  ritual,  and  others  pursue  aims  diametrically 
opposed  to  tliem,  they  will  neutralize  each  other's  efforts,  and 
retard  the  proper  growth  of  the  principles  that  are  the  reason 
for  and  the  only  justification  of  our  Order's  existence. 

"  There  are  some  brothers — exceedingly  rare,  I  think — who, 
through  thoughtlessness,  come  near  losing  sight  of  the  purposes 
enunciated  in  our  ritual.  A  very  few  of  our  brothers,  I  am  told? 
have  been  inclined  to  look  upon  a  chapter  bouse  as  a  sort  of  club — 
a  resort  where  they  might  with  impunity  drink,  play  'poke,'  and 
indulge  in  all  the  vices  known  or  practiced  by  'men  of  the 
world.'  In  their  laudable  desire  to  be  social,  such  ones  forget 
to  consider  the  meaning  of  the  symbols  that  mark  our  habitation 
and  distinguish  us  from  others.  The  cross,  speaking  all  the 
ideals  of  Calvary  ;  the  banner,  intended  to  remind  us  of  wars  we 
are  to  wage  with  our  passions  and  appetites,  and  of  triumphs  we 
are  to  win  by  efforts  '  hallowed  by  the  spirit  of  the  Cross  ' ;  the 
motto  which  pledges  us  to  'do  our  duty  to  God,  and  defend 
those  gentler  principles  of  the  heart  which  woman  best  embodies, 
and  her  as  their  preserver  on  earth  ' — all  these  represent  to  the 
world  principles  absolutely  incompatible  with  the  practices  in 
which  such  would  indulge  under  the  cloak  of  such  emblems. 

"  Sections  189  to  194  of  the  constitution  determine  beyond 
question  the  attitude  of  its  framers  in  this  regard.  The  ideals 
and  purposes  of  our  Order  are  directly  opposed  to  gambling, 
drunkenness,  and  obscenity  ;  and  such  tendencies  should  not  be 
permitted  or  countenanced  in  any  of  our  chapter  houses  or  our 
chapters.  All  those  who  consciously  attempt  to  degrade  the 
fraternity  to  the  status  of  a  mere  social  club,  and  nothing  more, 
are  enemies  of  the  Order,  and  unworthy  of  its  teachings  and 
traditions. 

"  Some  others  have  been  concerned  about  the  limits  of  our 
territory.  We  think  that  greatness  does  not  consist  in  numbers 
or  in  area.  Our  purpose  is  not,  primarily,  to  extend  our  territory. 
It  matters  not  so  much  where  we  are,  as  v^ho  we  are  and*  what  we 
are. 
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"  It  is  essential  that  the  greatest  social  feeling  be  promoted 
amongst  us ;  it  is  indispensable  for  the  greatest  strength  and 
influence  that  we  be  not  confined  in  too  narrow  limits;  but  it  is 
infinitely  more  important  that  we  labor  to  realize  our  noblest 
ideals. 

"  No  Kappa  Alpha  should  be  content  until  a  stately,  classic 
Southern  mansion  for  every  chapter  is  no  longer  a  dream  but  a 
glorious  fact.  But,  great  as  is  that  hope,  we  cannot  stop  with 
its  realization ;  we  have  been  given  a  work  to  do  which  reaches 
through  and  beyond  the  college  life  ;  we  are  pledged  to  do  it  by 
vows  as  solemn  as  death  and  as  sacred  as  a  mother's  last  prayer. 
That  work  is  to  preserve,  through  all  and  in  all,  the  ideals  of  the 
'  Old  South's '  chivalry ;  the  sentiments  that  impelled  the 
Crusader  to  endure  privations  and  hardship  for  the  sake  of  his 
institutions  and  his  religion,  and  that  steeled  the  nerves  of  the 
knight  to  give  his  life  for  the  sake  of  woman's  honor,  and  of 
those  principles  and  proprieties  of  life  which  woman's  nature 
suggests  and  unsullied  womanhood  embodies.  It  is  our  work,  in 
the  midst  of  the  '  scramble  for  pelf,'  to  still  preserve  inviolate 
that  '  manly  sentiment,  that  regard  for  principle,  that  chastity, 
honor,  valor,  loyalty,  truthfulness,  reverence  for  woman,  and 
courtesy  '  which  is  our  heritage  ;  in  all  exigencies  and  under  all 
circumstances  to  '  defend  the  right,  protect  the  weak,  and  guard 
the  honor  of  woman,'  and,  amid  all  the  debasing  tendencies  of 
the  age,  by  knightly  guardianship,  and  by  the  irresistible  influence 
of  an  ideal,  to  keep  Southern  woman  what  we  would  like  to 
conceive  her — a  being  fresh  and  pure  as  the  new-born  dew-drop 
resting  in  the  bosom  of  the  lily  ;  conceived  in  freedom,  born  in 
purity,  cradled  in  innocence,  wrapped  in  beauty,  dispensing 
sweetness,  glowing  with  light. 

"  To  do  these  things  is  a  colossal  task,  for  it  comprehends, 
first  of  all,  the  realization  within  ourselves  of  our  noblest  ideals, 
and,  finally,  in  the  face  of  a  growing  spirit  of  rank  commercialism, 
their  dissemination  to  all  others.  Yet  let  our  brothers  but  live 
everywhere  and  all  the  time  true  to  their  vows,  and  our  standards 
shall   mould  civilization  to  the  remotest  bounds  of  time.     Then 
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Kappa  Alpha,  the  vehicle  of   such  ideals,  shall  rise  into  the  clear 
azure  of  universal  esteem, 

'  As  some  tall  cliff  that  lifts  i^s  awful  form, 

Swells  from  the  vale  and  midway  cleaves  the  storm ; 

Though  round  its  breast  the  rolling  clouds  are  spread, 

Eternal  sunshine  settles  on  its  head.'  " 

The  chapter  letter  from  the  U'niversity  of  Oklahoma  tells  of 
the  new  chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma  installed  there  last  spring : 

"  This  latest  addition  to  Kappa  Sigma  is  certainly  a  good, 
timely  move  in  the  right  direction.  These  young  gentlemen 
whom  they  have  taken  in  are  all  clean,  manly  fellows — the  right 
men  for  the  foundation  of   a  good  chapter." 

This  extract  shows  that,  though  a  new  chapter,  only  a  year 
old,  it  has  the  true  fraternal  spirit. 

We  feel  that  we  must  quote  what  Mr.  W.  W.  Ammen,  the 
Exchange  editor,  says  about  the  lesson  to  be  learned  from  the 
famous  Pierson  affair  at  Kenyon  College.  It  seems  the  sensible 
way  to  look  at  the  horse-play  in  initiation. 

"  The  number  also  contains  extracts  about  the  Pierson  affair. 
The  moral  is  again  drawn — I  have  seen  it  drawn  so  often  that  it 
seems  almost  as  trite  as  true,  though  Avhether  it  fits  the  Pierson 
case  is  uncertain — that  mock  initiations  and  Third  Degrees 
should  be  abolished.  For,  after  all,  is  it  a  fraternal  or  gentle- 
manly thing  to  do — to  haze  your  brother,  either  immediately 
before  initiation  or  immediately  afterward  V  If  your  proposed 
initiate  is  a  freshman,  so  fresJi  that  he  must  be  '  taken  down  a 
peg,'  by  all  means  let  the  chapter's  sophomores  see  that  he  gets 
his  share  of  attention  during  the  general  hazing  season.  But  do 
not  let  this  thing  come  to  a  man  from  his  fraternity.  If  the 
proposed  initiate  is  not  a  freshman,  but  an  upper  classman,  he 
should  have  had  the  sharp  corners  rounded  off  already  ;  if  they 
aren't  already  rounded  off,  it  should  be  carefully  considered 
whether  the  man  is  real  fraternity  material.  If  a  chapter  is  still 
convinced  that  he  is  the  right  man,  let  it  not  confess  itself 
unequal  to  dealing  with  the  case  except  by  a  rough-house. 
There  are  other  ways  of   taking  out  the  conceit  and  the  super- 
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fluous  starch.  Properly  conducted,  our  initiation  will  make  a 
profound  and  lasting  impression  on  any  man.  Let  us  not 
obliterate  that  impression  as  soon  as  made.  And  not  only  does 
a  '  third  degree '  destroy  the  effect  of  a  good  initiation,  especially 
if  given  soon  before  initiation  or  soon  after  it,  but  it  spoils 
the  initiation  itself.  Sometimes  the  initiation  is  hurried  in  order 
to  get  to  the  third  degree  ;  sometimes  those  in  charge  of  the  real 
initiation  mingle  with  its  ceremonies  horse-play  and  '  joshing ' 
utterly  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  of  the  occasion.  If  the  two 
things  come  together,  the  third  degree  will  inevitably  injure  the 
real  initiation.  At  least  let  the  initiate  have  time  after  his 
initiation  for  a  true  impression  of  our  Order's  deeper  purposes 
to  sink  into  his  mind.  Separate  the  '  third  degree '  from  the 
initiation  by  a  couple  of  weeks  ;  it  will  be  surprising  how  often 
all  need  for  it  will  disappear  in  that  length  of  time." 

The  proposition  for  a  Pan-Hellenic  Conference  at  Norfolk, 
Va.,  during  the  Jamestown  Ter-Centenary,  initiated  by  Kappa 
Alpha,  seems  to  be  the  right  thing  at  the  right  time.  There  is  no 
doubt  but  that  it  would  result  in  strengthening  all  Greek  Letter 
organizations  that  saw  fit  to  take  part.  It  will  broaden  fraternity 
spirit,  and  help  us  to  find  more  good  in  our  sister  fraternities 
than  we  are  in  the  habit,  especially  while  under-graduates,  of 
giving  them  credit  for  having. 


Beta  Theta  P%  for  October,  contains  a  well- written  little 
story  which  tells  effectively  of  the  evil  infiuence  of  the  Sopho- 
more society  of  Theta  Nu  Epsilon,  and  is  apropos  in  view  of  the 
recent  legislation  to  this  effect : 

"The  legislation  concerning  the  admission  of  Betas  into 
Theta  Nu  Epsilon  was  strengthened  by  providing  that  upon 
receipt  of  satisfactory  proof  that  any  active  Beta  had  joined 
Theta  Nu  Epsilon,  the  General  Secretary  should  cause  his  name 
to  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  his  fraternity.  Recognizing 
the  fact  that  at  one  or  two  colleges  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  is  not 
the  disgraceful  organization   it  is  elsewhere,  the  provision   that 
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permission  to  join  it  might  be  secured  from  the  trustees  for  a 
limited  time,  under  proper  restrictions,  was  continued." 

The  article  by  Clarence  F.  Birdseye,  on  "  The  Greek  Letter 
Fraternity  as  an  Educational  Influence,"  is  reprinted  from  The 
Outlook.  This  article  has  attracted  considerable  attention  in 
the  Greek  world,  being  commented  upon  at  length  by  several 
fraternity  publications.  It  would  be  well  for  every  member  to 
read  the  article  for  himself,  but  for  those  who  have  not  the  time, 
opportunity,  or  inclination  we  will  make  extracts. 

This  sets  forth  the  conditions  as  they  are  in  our  colleges  to- 
day, giving  a  partial  view  of  the  field  of  labor  for  the  Greek  Letter 
fraternity : 

"  The  present  college  atmosphere  is  too  often  an  unfortunate 
one,  and  the  college  view-point  a  false  one.  One  can  get  a  better 
college  education  to-day  than  ever  before ;  but  without  the  proper 
spirit  and  training,  the  amount  required  to  be  done  (largely  with- 
out personal  touch,  with  the  professors),  and  the  distractions  of 
college  life,  tend  to  shiftless  or  dishonest  ways  of  shirking  good 
work.  The  earlier  colleges  had  no  competition  in  higher  educa- 
tion, and  could  not  turn  out  enough  men  to  supply  the  demand  in 
the  then  learned  professions — medicine,  law,  ministry,  and  teach- 
ing. To-day  there  are  scores  of  professions,  all  needing  fine  tech- 
nical knowledge,  long  and  accurate  preparation,  and  often  speciali- 
zation. We  are  gradually  coming  to  the  over-crowded  condition 
of  the  professions  in  Europe.  Whether  the  college  man  is  to 
enter  business  or  a  profession,  he  cannot  afford  to  have  devoted 
the  four  years  of  his  college  course  to  learning  to  be  extravagant, 
dilatory,  unpunctual,  neglectful  of  details,  inaccurate,  or  to  acquir- 
ing shiftless  or  worse  moral  and  mental  habits  that  he  must 
actually  unlearn  before  he  can  become  a  successful  man.  Yet 
there  has  been  no  systematic  attempt  to  minimize  or  prevent  these 
evils.  Abundant  proof  can  be  found  on  every  side  that  these 
words  are  not  too  strong.  The  report  of  the  committee  of 
Harvard's  faculty,  published  in  the  Harvard  Graduates'  Magazine, 
June,  1904,  based  on  answers  from  245  instructors  and  1,757  stu- 
dents, shows  that  in  Harvard — 
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"(a)  In  addition  to  twelve  hours  of  lectures  required  per 
week,  the  majority  of  the  1,757  students  studied  less  than  twelve 
hours  per  week. 

"  (b)  '  There  is  too  much  teaching  and  too  little  studying.' 
"  (c)  '  Examinations  have,  on  the  whole,  an  undue  weight.' 
«  (d)  '  There  is  too  much  tendency  to  cramming.' 
"  (e)  '  Skillful   coaches   have   perfected  the  art  of  preparing 
men  superficially  and  transiently  for  the  examinations,'  and  have 
issued  '  unauthorized  printed  or  typewritten  notes  of  the  lectures 
and  summaries  of  the  prescribed  reading.' 

"  (/)  The  lecture  system,  which  is  'an  entirely  new  form  of 
instruction  to  hundreds  of  freshmen,'  is  supplemented  by  a  num- 
ber of  '  young  and  inexperienced  assistants,'  each  of  whom  meets 
'  each  of  his  men  for  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  at  a  time  about  once 
a  month.' 

"  (g)  The  increasing  disorder  in  the  lecture  rooms  comes 
'  from  large  bodies  of  students  who  cannot  hear  the  lecturer,  or 
can  hear  him  imperfectly.' 

"  (A)  The  '  fact  that  ambitious  students  find  little  incentive 
to  take  honors  is  one  of  the  glaring  failures  of  our  system.' 

"  (^)  'The  average  amount  of  study  is  discreditably  small.'  " 
The  writer  looks  to  the  alumni  for  the  solution  of  the  problems 
that  lie  in  the  way  of  improving  these  conditions. 

This  shows  the  manner  of  improving  the  present  conditions  : 
"  The  fraternities,  with  their  numerous  chapters  in  different 
institutions,  have  the  best  possible  opportunities  for  the  investi- 
gation and  correction  of  the  wastes,  and  for  the  enforcement  of 
economies  in  college  life.  No  one  can  measure  the  waste  and 
lack  of  economy,  to  the  college,  the  fraternity,  the  community, 
the  family,  or  the  individual,  of  a  failure  in  college  life,  from 
whatever  cause  it  comes.  It  is  criminal  that  we  have  not  studied 
these  wastes  in  our  colleges  as  we  have  in  our  factories,  railroads, 
and  other  great  industries,  and  that  we  have  allowed  the 
pendulum  to  swing  so  far  to  the  other  side,  and  have  not  long 
ago  returned  it  to  its  mean,  and  found  educational  influences  to 
replace  the  small  units  of  the  earlier  colleges. 
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"  It  is  now  time  for  the  college  fraternities  to  advance  into 
the  fourth  period  of  their  existence,  and  to  devote  their  great 
wealth  and  influence — 

"  First.  To  a  careful  study  of  present  under-graduate  condi- 
tions, and  to  improving  those  conditions  in  all  their  own  chapters. 

"Second.  To  inciting  their  own  active  members  to  do  their 
best  possible  work,  and  get  the  best  possible  training  during 
their  college  course. 

"  Third.  To  realize  that  in  many  ways  they  are  their  under- 
graduates' only  hope  for  true  individualism. 

"  Fourth.  To  co-operate  in  a  large  way  with  one  another  in 
the  study  and  elimination  of  the  too  prevalent  waste  of  lives 
during  the  college  course. 

"  Fifth.  To  reach  backward  into  the  preparatory  schools 
and  clean  up  moral  conditions  there. 

"  Let  the  fraternities,  and  as  well  the  colleges,  be  judged, 
not  by  wealth,  or  age,  or  numbers,  but  by  the  results  which  they 
work  out  in  the  lives  of  their  individual  members  ;  by  the  real 
value  of  their  output,  and  not  by  the  size  of  their  capital  or 
plant.  These  theories  have  been  tried  in  a  small  way,  and  have 
been  successful,  but  these  conditions  can  be  brought  about  only 
from  within  the  fraternities  themselves,  and  not  by  any  pressure 
from  without.  The  fraternities  must  themselves  study  thor- 
oughly, conscientiously,  and  systematically  the  great  problems 
of  student  life  which  have  recently  grown  up,  and  which  the 
faculty  system  has  been  powerless  to  solve.  In  such  a  work 
they  will  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of  their  own  alumni, 
within  and  without  the  faculties,  and  of  many  alumni  who  never 
belonged  to  a  fraternity.  The  chief  danger  is  that  we  shall 
undertake  a  really  great  work  in  the  narrow-minded  and  bigoted 
'  secret  society  '  spirit  that  has  so  long  prevailed  in  fraternity 
matters  ;  that  we  shall  treat  it  as  a  fraternity,  and  not  as  an 
educational  problem.  It  is  no  longer  a  fraternity  question,  but 
one  of  educational  and  vital  importance  to  thousands  of  under- 
graduates, whether  they  belong  to  a  fraternity  or  not." 
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The  November  issue  of  Delta  of  Sigma  Nii  is  indeed  "  a 
thing  of  beauty,"  and  may  justly  be  the  pride  as  well  as  "  the  joy 
forever  "  of  its  able  editor  and  the  fraternity  at  large.  The  idea 
of  making  a  cut  of  the  front  pages  of  the  various  fraternity  pub- 
lications gives  the  members  a  chance  to  know  at  least  what  fra- 
ternities have  regular  publications,  and  what  are  the  names  of 
those  organs. 

The  two  excellent  cuts,  giving  the  likenesses  of  the  various 
editors,  tend  to  create  a  stronger  feeling  of  sympathy.  There  is, 
however,  a  very  deplorable  feature  about  all  this  work — namely, 
that  it  fails  to  include  the  likeness  of  the  worthy  editor  who  has 
made  such  a  pleasing  contribution  to  general  fraternity  interest. 

The  reading  matter  includes  much  of  general  interest  to 
fraternity  men.  Besides  the  article  of  Mr.  Birdseye,  published 
in  a  recent  number  of  The  Outlook^  extracts  from  which  article  are 
given  above,  the  editorial  from  The  OutlooJx,^  giving  the  editor's 
estimate  of  the  article,  is  also  published.  This  editorial  may  be 
found  in  one  of  the  August  issues  of  The  Outlook^  and  is  well 
worth  reading.  We  can  only  say  that  the  article  is  considered 
"a  grand  defence  of  the  college  fraternity,"  and  gives  the  reader 
a  larger  view  of  the  place  of  his  fraternity  in  the  educational 
life  of  the  nation.  When  we  come  to  think  of  the  fraternity 
from  that  standpoint  we  will  make  it  stand  for  something  more 
than  a  social  club. 

This  statement  about  Alpha  Delta  Phi  is  w^orthy  of  notice : 

"  At  the  dinner  of  the  Alpha  Delta  Phi  Fraternity,  one  of  the 
foremost  Greek  Letter  societies  in  the  country,  in  New  York  last 
year,  it  was  suggested  that  a  large  fund  be  raised,  the  income  to 
be  used  for  resident  or  foreign  graduate  students,  to  be  selected 
from  the  entire  fraternity,  with  the  hope  of  stimulating  scholarly 
interest  and  ambition  in  a  fraternity  which  has  been  represented 
in  public  life  and  in  all  the  professions  by  men  of  the  highest  dis- 
tinction." 

It  is  further  suggested  by  the  editor  of  The  Outlook  that 
"  young  and  promising  graduate  students "  be  placed  in  chapter 
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houses  by  the  action  and  support  of  the  graduate,  to  live 
with  the  under-graduates  and  act  as  tutors  and  guides.  He  asks 
very  pertinently :  "  Is  not  the  time  ripe  for  more  definite  and 
higher  direction  of  this  great  force  in  the  American  college  com- 
munity ?" 

A  practical  scheme  for  building  chapter  houses  is  worked  out 
by  a  member,  with  the  purpose  "  to  make  the  national  Sigma  Nu 
Fraternity  the  landlord  and  owner  of  all  chapter  houses."  The 
plan  is  summed  up  in  the  question,  "  Will  every  active  member 
pay  four  cents  a  week,  and  will  the  alumni  pay  two  cents,  for  the 
purpose  of  building  chapter  houses  for  their  fraternity,  and  make 
it  beyond  question  and  without  doubt  the  greatest,  grandest, 
strongest  fraternity  in  the  United  States  ?  " 

The  short  article  entitled  "Playing  the  Game  "  has  the  right 
ring  in  its  stand  against  politics,  selfishness,  and  personal  dislike 
in  fraternity  life,  and  its  plea  that  the  fraternity  be  made  a  means 
of  realizing  youthful  ideals  after  getting  out  into  the  cold,  hard 
world. 

We  have  given  elsewhere  an  example  of  an  ideal  chapter 
letter.  It  is  not  possible  nor  altogether  desirable  for  a  chapter 
to  write  an  essay  each  time.  Hence  the  chapter  letter  from  the 
University  of  West  Virginia  chapter  of  Sigma  Nu  furnishes  an- 
other good  example,  for  sake  of  variety.  The  secretary  gives  some 
space  to  matters  of  college  life  bearing  on  the  fraternity  life  ; 
then  he  gives  a  detailed  account  of  the  new  initiates,  giving  their 
place  and  date  of  birth,  their  preparatory  training,  and  the  honors 
they  had  won.  This  makes  the  reader  feel  that  he  knows  some- 
thing about  what  kind  of  men  these  new  brothers  are.
